FRANCE URGED BY THE PARISIAN 
PRESS TO MAINTAIN HER RIGHTS. 


Great Eritain’s Army of Occupation to 
Be at Once Strengthened — Minister 
Cromer Claims That Any Uprising of 
Natives Can Be Quickly Queiled—The 
EKhedive’s Forces—Royal Nuptials in 
Austria—Foreign News. 


LONDON, Jan, 24.—Some surprise was ex- 
Pressed yesterday at the news from Cairo 
that Lord Cromer has expressed himself so 
confidently in regard tothe prompt suppres- 
sion of any outbreak that mightoccur. To- 
day’s advices give thé grounds for Lord 
Cromer’s confidence, His lordship is as- 
sured of the entire fictelity of the native 
Egyptian army tothe British cause and with 
the British army of occupation co-operating 
with the native troops it is believed that any 
attempt at insurrection would be promptly 
crushed. A Cairo dispatch says that 
Lord Cromer called upon the Khedive this 
morning to inform him that the British Cab- 
inet had ordered an increase of the British 
garrison. The dispatch does not state how

Campbell-Bannerman, Secretary of State for 
It is officially stated at the War Office 
that both Sir Francis Wallace Grenfel and 
Gen. Kitchener, the Sirdar of Egypt,who has 
complete authority over the Egyptian 
troops, unite in guarranteeing the loyalty of 
the native soldiers to their English officers. 
For this reason chiefly the Government, 
acting largely upon the advice and opinion of 
Sir Grenfel, wl for the present limit the 
amount of the British reinforcements to 1,000 
men; but arrangements have been completed 
to draft 10,000 men on three days’ notice from 
the British garrisons in Malta, Cyprus and 
India to Egypt. British troops on their way 
to India to relieve British regiments about to 


_ depart for India are to be detained at Port 


Said until advised to proceed. The British 
could therefore in a short time bring about 
15,000 British troops to bear against any insur- 
rection in Egypt,and assumingthat the army 
native would remain loyal, a total force of 
80,000 would be under British direction. 

The latest dispatch from Cairo states that 


the hostility of the Khedive toward the 


glish shows no signs of abating. In an- 
swering the threat uttered by Lord Cromer, 
to the effect that a complete change of 
regime might be necessary in the event of re- 
sistance to British authority, the Khedive 
replied that he only yielded to force. The 
Khedive has been strengthened in his att! 
tude of antagonism toward the English by 
deputations from the provinces headed by 
local officials hostile to British control. 

These deputations have addressed the 
Khedive in flattering language, congratu- 
lating him on his opposition to the English. 


| THE EGYPTIAN ARMY. 

CATRO, Jan. 24.—The whole Egyptian army 
was disbanded by the Khedive’s decree on 
Sept. 19, 1882, after the rebellion led by 
Arabi Pasha had been subdued. In December 
of the same year the organization of a new 
army was intrusted tö a British general 
officer, who was given the title of Sirdar. In 
1883 the newly organized army was made up 
ofone regiment of cavalry, four batteries of 
field and one company of garrison 
artillery, a company of engineers, 
a camel corps and eight battal- 
ions of infantry, divided into two 
brigades of four battalions each. In the 
Ist Brigade, the staff and fleld officers; in 
the 2d brigade all the neld officers were 


natives. The army has since been augmented 


from time to time by the raising of five Sou- 
danese or black battalions, numbered from 
nine totnirteen. She Soudanese are excel- 
lent troops and have a deep attachment for 
both British officers.and soldiers. The Egyp- 
tian troops are raised by conscription from 
men in their 23d year. All the inhabitants 
are liable for service from the ages of 19 to 
28. There are thus always about 150,000 
young men on the rolls. 

The burden of conscription is a very light 
one and many are anxious to enter the army, 
owing tothe good treatment and regular 
pay. Exemptions are freely allowed and can 
also be purchased when a man is drawn, but 
not after he has once joined the colors. The 


pay of a private soldier is equal to about $1. 25 


a month and he gets free rations, The 
is six years in the 
active army, five years in the first reserve, 
which means for most of that class service in 
the police or gendarmerie, and four years in 
the second reserve. There are sixty-four 
British officers now employed in the Egyptian 
army, all taken from the British army, from 
which they are seconded in their regiments. 
It will thus be seen that the British not only 
have direct control ot the active, but also, 
through the first reserve men, of the gen- 
darmerie. 
THE RIGHTS OF FRANCE. 

Paris, Jan. 24.—The sensation in France 
over the action of the British in Egypt is in 
creasing. The course taken by England is 


looked upon as proving the determination of 


Great Britain to persist in the occupation of 
Egypt.

CANADIAN CANAL TOLLS. 


THE RETALIATORY POLICY HAS PRODUCED A 


CHANGE OF METHOD, 

OTTAWA, Jan. 24.—It is announced that the 
Dominion Government will not impose dis- 
criminatory tolls on American vessels during 
the next season of navigation.

The removal of che canal tolls discrimina- 


tion under a threat from the United states 
will bea good thing for American lake ves - 
sels and American lake ports. The United 
States Government should now turn its at- 
tention toa still more offensive discrimina- 
tion, which is practiced against American 
fishermen in the North Atlantic waters of 
Canada. The discrimination in question is 
not, perhaps, like the canal tolls discrimina- 
tion, in direct violation of a treaty, but what 
is just as bad, it is a violation of 
the spirit of fair play and international 
comity. The Canadian Government allows 
the French fishermen the free enjoy- 
ment of baiting privileges, but denies 
them to American fishermen unless they pay 
a toll into the Canadian treasury under the 
modus vivendi of the Bayard-Chamberlin 
treaty. The modus vivendiwas an arrange · 
ment that was to last until the treaty had 
been adopted by all the countries concerned. 
When the treaty fell through in the United 
States Senate the Dominion Parliament pro- 
longed the modus vivendi from yearto year. 
No one but a skipper can properly appreciate 
the importance of being permitted, when the 
catch has been good, to run to the nearest 
port and unload into a steameg or railroad 
and then return to the fishing unds instead 
of being obliged to sail for home and unload 
there. The baiting privilege also saves time, 
and time is everything to a mackerel boat. 
France gives Canada nothing for the consid- 
eration shown to French fishermen, nor 18 
there any treaty or agreement with Great 
Britain whereby the privilege may be claimed 
by France. On the other band the United 
States does a great deal in a neighborly way 
for Canada. Thus Canadian fishermen are at 
liberty to buy baitand supplies and tranship 


cargoes in American ports, and may and do | 


make use of American railroads to ship their 


Ash to American ports for export to the West 


Indies and South America ,in American 
steamers.

PERSONAL ENCOUNTER BETWEEN TWO MEM- 
BERS OF PARLIAMENT. 


DUBLIN, Jan. 24.—The hostility between 
Parnellites and anti-Parnellites is assuming 
an acute phase. Pierce Mahoney, the former 
Parnellite Member of Parliament for North 
Meath, who was defeated in the late 
election by Michael Davitt, since unseated, 
had an encounter to-day inthe Four Courts 
with Matthew Joseph Kenney, National 
M. P. for Middle Tyrone. The result is that 
Mr. Kenney wears a black eye. Kenney was 
in the hall of the Four Courts at the time that 
Mahoney approached him. Mahoney ex- 
cited, rushing up to Kenney, exclaimed: 
„How dare you insult my mother?’’ with 
which Mahoney brought his fist in forcible 
contact with Mr. Kenney’s eye, causing that 
gentleman to stagger and utter an 
exclamation of surprise. Mahoney 
started to follow up the blow, 
whereupon Kenney tried to seize Mahoney. 
The two men joined in an angry scuffle. 
Police seized Mahoney and hurried him 
away. Mahoney was afterward released on 
giving surety for his appearance. Kenney 
proposes to prosecute Mahoney. Notwith- 
standing the conditionof his eye, Mr. Ken- 
ney will, it is expected, bein his seat at the 
opening ofthe House, The remark which is 
said to have given offense to Mahoney was 
uttered by Mr, Kenney ina speech, which he 
delivered on Stinday last. 


THE PANAMA TRIAL. 


ARGUMENT OF THE COUNSEL OF THE INDICTED 
DIRECTORS. 


PARIS, Jan. 24.--The interest in the Panama 
trial increases as the end comes near. When 
M. Charles de Lesseps, M. Marius Fontaine 
and M. Cottu were brought in to-day they 
asked leave toconfer with their counsel be- 
fore the resumption of proceedings, The 
accused and their counsel talked eagerly to- 
gether. While the consultation was in prog- 
ress M. Eiffel entered and shook hands with 
his fellow defendants, He did not, however, 
join inthe conference. M. Charles de Les- 
seps seemed to be earnestly advising his 
counsel with frequent and emphatic ges- 
tures. 

Maitre Barboux resumed the argument in 
behalf of his clients. He indicated no new 
line of defense, but proceeded tc justify the 
assurances which the directors of the Pan- 
ama Co. had given to the shareholders and 
the publicin relation to the Panama enter- 
prise. He did not, he sald, expect to deal 
to-day with the charge of breach of trust.

JEFFERSON City, Mo., Jan. 24.—The House 
this morning spent the entire morning hour 
in the discussion of the bill providing for the 
keeping open of the Worid's Fair on Sunday.

Senator Taggart introduced a resolution 
abolishing the bureau of geology as a dis- 
tinct department and attaching it to the 
School of Mines at Rolla. Asimilar measure 
was introduced in the House. 

State Warden Pace assumed charge of the 
penitentiary this morning.

The Senate held but a short session, the 
only bill of interest introduced being that by 
Senator Yeater of Sedalia providing for an 
election to be held to determine whether or 
not a revision of the constitution should be 
had, andtoelect delegates toa convention 
for that purpose. ‘ihe bill is of great 
importance and it is here given in full: 

THE SENATE. 

Senator Yeater introduced into the Senate 
yesterday a bill calling for an election to be 
held on the ith of September next to submit 
the question of holding a convention to re- 
vise the constitution of the State. 

The purposes set forth ina preamble of 
some length are these: That the present con- 
stitution was adopted under the 
shadow of the panic of 1873 and there- 
fore contains burdensome and unjust 
taxation regulations, making the farmers 
and land-owners of the state the chief tax- 
payers and permitting wealthy corporations 
to reap benefits without paying a propor- 
tional share of the cost of supporting the 
Government. 

Referring to the present judicial system 
within the State the preamble says: 

Whereas, The remaining part of the judicfal sys- 
tein constituting the nisi prius courts is out of har- 
mony with our present civilization and not in touch 
with the spirit anc progress of the times in that the 
doors of justice are only at stated 
intervals or terms, shou ld 
at all times in session for 
the prompt and immediate dispensation of justice 
between civil litigants, and for the prosecution and 
—— of malefactors, and whereas such sys- 
em results in appropriating vast sums for the pay- 
ment of criminal costs at each session of the General 
Assembly, aggregating over a half million of dollars; 
and whereas still larger sums are inflicted on civil 
2 — and 

‘hereas, As a result of such antiquated judicial 
system it has become common knowledge that crim- 
inal prosecutions are protracted te great length in 
Missouri, at large expenseto the State and fre- 
quent escape ef the guilty as wellas the resultant 
loss of respect forthe law. and 

Whereas, Common complaint of the law’s delays 
and expenses is justified in the State of Missouri in 
the administration of the civil law, and 

Whereas, Theseevilsand expenses can be rem- 
edied by recasting the judicial department of the 
State government on the efficient and modern lines 
adopted in other States, etc. 

Another reason given for the convention 18 
that the constitution imposes restrictions on 
legislation attributable to the war, which 
are unnecessary and indicate a distrust of 
the legislative branch.

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BEATTY AT THE BAR 


Charged With Conspiracy in the Home- 
stead Poisonings. 


HE IS THE MAN PURSUED AND Car- 
TURED IN KENTUCKY. 


Slow. Progress in the Work of Securing a 
Jury — Ex-Treasurer Cronkrite Sup- 
posed to Be in COanada—How He 
Juggled His Accounts—Teaching Little 
Girls to Steal.

PITTSBURG, Pa., Jan. 24.—Robert F. Beatty 
was placed on trial in the Criminal Court at 
9:30 o’clock this morning, charged with com- 
plicity in the Homestead poisonings. Judges 
Stowe and Slagle wereon the bench. The 
court-room was crowded when the trial 
opened. Assistant District Attorney Ghoer- 
ing, assisted by G. H. Beck, and J. H. Robb, 
Jr., counsel for the Carnegie company, ap- 
peared for the commonwealth. Messrs. 
Thomas M. Marshall, Dr. WwW. 3. 
Brennen and L. K. Porter represented 
the prisoner. Beatty is one of the men 


alleged to have been employed by District 
Master Workman Dempsey to go to Home- 
stead and work as cook inthe Carnegie Steel 
Works, and carry out the design on the lives 
of the non-union workmen. Beatty was the 
first of the alleged polsoners captured. He 
is the man arrested in Louisville, Ky., having 
escaped from Pittsburg on a steamboat. 

Patrick Gallagher, the confesser, and J. M. 
Davidson, twoof the other defendants, will 
be called up immediately at the conclusion of 
the Beatty trial. It is expected that they 
will plead guilty and throw themselves upon 
the mercy of the court. 

The work of selecting a jury to try Beatty 
proved very tedious. 

It was nearly noon when the selection of the 
jury was completed. Prosecuting Attorney 
Goebring then announced that the prosecut- 
counsel for the defense and the defendant 
himself had agreed to submit in evidence the 
testimony of the doctors, the witnesses who 
were patients of the latter and the expert 
testimony Offered against Hugh Dempsey, 
whose trial had just closee. 

Attorney Breck then read the indictment 
against Beatty in which the piisoner is 
charged with felonious assault in adminis- 
tering or ,employing persons to administer 
poison to the non-union men in the Carnegie 
steel plant at Homestead, He then 
related at considerable length 
circumstance leading up to the illness of 
the non-unionists and the subsequent arrest 
of Beatty. He then spoke of the illness of 
the men and of Beatty’s employment of 
Gallagher, who was to work in the cook 
houses inside of the mill. 

Mr. Breck sald that while Beatty was not in 
the employ oj the Carnegie company it would 
be proventhat he was frequently at Home- 
stead and that at nights; that he gave myste- 
rious packages to persons employed about the 
company’s houses and weill also corroborate 
effectually the testimony of Patrick Gal- 
lagherand J. M. Davison. Mr. Brebk then 
read the stenographer’s report of the testi 
mony of the witnesses examined in the 
Dempsey trial. Mr. Breck had not com- 
pleted the reading of the testimony when 
court took a recess for dinner. 


IN CANADA NOW. 


HOW TREASURER CRONKAITE JUGGLED THE AC- 
COUNTS QF HIS OFFICE. _. 


LAFAYETT£, Ind., Jan. 24.—The discovery 
that Augustus Cronkhite, Treasurer of War- 
ren County, is $35,000 short in his accounts, 
has shaken thecounty from border to border, 
Recently, at Attica, Cronkhite tried to dis- 
count paper. On the day he left Williams- 
port he made an unsuccessful attempt to 
negotiate a loan of $10,000. He was inter- 
ested ina lumber and land scheme at Bake- 
well, CaL, but noexplanation can be given 
yetastothe disposition of his fraudulently 
obtained wealth. Although extravagant in 
in tastes, he was not a gambler, and it is 
dificult t> explain into what channel the 
money was turned, 

His method of securing the money was 
simple, but it had a limit. When he received 
a payment of taxes from the heavier tax - 
payers of the county he receipted to them for 
the amount, but did not enter the amount on 
his books. His books necessarily exhibited a 
large delinquency. Last week it became 
necessary by law to publish this delinquent 
list and this publication precipitated the ex- 
posure of Cronkhite’s crime. Taxpayers 
were shown to be delinquent who had re- 
ceipts from the Treasurer to show that their 
taxes had been paid. 

Cronkhite’s assets amount to $38,500. All of 
his possessions arein real estate. He has 
thirty-two bondsmen. Jointly they will have 
to pay between $20,000 and $30,000. No one 
seems able to givea satistactory explanation 
as to what uses he put the money to he ab- 
stracted fromthe treasury. The affair has 
created great excitement and the people are 
anxious to know where Cronkhite went and 
what he did with his ill-gotten wealth. Some 
believe he is now in Canada.

Alexander Volz’ Reply to the State- 
ment of His Wife. 


HE DENIES ALL CONNECTION WITH THE 
JOSIE SIMMONS MURDER. 


The Prisoner Not the Least Disturbed, 
Apparently, by His Arrest-No At- 
tempt Mads by Him to Explain Away 
the Blood Stains on His Clothing—His 
Domestic Relation: 


Alexander Volz, who was arrested yester- 
day charged with the murder of Josie Sim- 
mons ather home on Sublette avenue and 
Elizabeth street Oct. 11 last, is in the hold- 
over now, having been removed to 
the Four Courts from the Fifth 
District Police Station, where he was at first 
confined. Volz is either innocent or certain 
that the police have no conclusive evidence 
of his guilt or he is a very phlegmatic man. 
He seems in no way concerned about the 
position in which he has been placed or 
the warrant that is hanging over 
his head charging the capital crime 
of murder. When a PostT-DISPATCH reporter 
called to see him to-day he willingly came 
came out of his cell, where he had been ro- 
clining on a bench, took a seat, and with legs 
crossed and hands clasped over one knee 
looked inguiringly from his deeply sunken 
gray eyes at his visitor. When asked if he 
desired to make ag statement in regard to 
the allegations of his wife, called 
dy the police her-**confession ,’’ upon which 
was based the warrant, he said:. My wife 
has done that because I left her and sued her 
for divorce. That is the only reason I can see 
for her action. Iam innocent of the charge 
and don’t know anything about the murder. 
When I came home on the night of 
the killing 1 found one of the 
windows open and a pane of glass 
broken and I spoke to my wife about it. I 
never nad any such conversation with her as 
is related in her statement to the police and 
she never accused me of having committed 
the murder.’’

Sunday opening proposition, and when it ad- 
Juourned to attend the meeting ofthe House 
neither the Sunday openers nor the Sunday 
closers had secure a decided advantage. 
The result ofthe meeting was not satis- 
factory to Chairman Durburow, nor was It 
very promising of success in his efforts to 
have Congress rescind its action closing 
the gates on Sunday. The dis- 
position of the members ot the com- 
mittee apparently was to leave the 
subject alone and ‘not tostir up fur- 
‘ther agitation of religious bodies by bringing 
in any recommendation to Congress. The 
adjournment of the committee for one week, 
at this stage of the session, when time is 
precieus, and over tae protest of Chairman 
Durburow, who wanted to hold another ses- 
sion to-morrow, was indicative of this feel- 
ing on the part of the members of the com- 
mittee. A letter read by Representative 
Houck of Ohio (who has all along been one of 
the most enthusiastic supporters of the Fair 
and is even now in favor of partial opening 
Sunday afternoon) to President Higgin- 
dotham, in whichhe suggested that the agi- 
tation against Sunday opening on the part of 
religious bodies might injuriously affect the 
receipts, with the intimation that perhaps 
it would de better to withdraw the Sunday 
opening proposition, was also in the same 


The discussion in the committee was dis- 
cursive to a considerable degree and fre- 
quently was not directed with definiteness to 
the proposition as it was embodied in the 
resolution before the committee, members 
offering suggestions as to the manner in 

which it might be possible to have Sunday 
opening in some modified form which would 
be less obnoxions to religious sentiment. 
Representative Houck of Ohio was one of 
those members who favored a 
partial Sunday opening. Hits idea 
in a ‘general way was that the 
tes should be opened on Sunday afternoon, 

t that the public should be admitted only 
to the art galleries and to other kindred ex- 
hibits. He also favored the proposed re- 
ligious hall in which all denominations 
should hold devotional exercises. There was 
more support to this idea ofa modified 
Sunday opening than to the kind of opening 
proposed by the Fair managers. Mr. Houck’s 
plan also involved sacred music and a strict 
requirement that employes should not 
work more than six days in the 
week, Much of the time he occupied 
during the session was taken up in reading 
the long letter heretofore referred to ad- 
dressed to President Higginbotham. This 
letter was in the nature of suggestions and 
asked whether or not, in view of the oppos!i- 
tion shown by religious organizations, it 
might, on the whole, be weil to with- 
draw the proposition. A letter was read 
from Fred Dougiass favoring Sunday open- 
ing. Thediscussion became rather general. 
There are eleven members of the committee 
and it was made evident that the vote would 
be so close as to require a full attendance. 

+ Only seven members were present to-day. 
Messrs, Reilly of Pennsylvania, Dingiey, 
Doiliver and Robinson of Penn- 
Sylvania are opposed to Sunday 
opening, and to _ further action by 
Congress. Messrs. Durburow, Houck and 
Langan are in favor of Sunday opening in 
some form, atleast. Of the absentees, Mr. 
McCreary is understood to be against 
Sunday opening, and Mr. Little in fa- 
vor of it, leaving Messrs. Wheeler and Cogs- 
well on the doubtful list, but prob- 
ably inclined towards opening in some 
Shape, if there were good chances 
favorable to securing Congressional action, 
Mr. Lagan, while in favor of Sunday open- 
ing, had something to say, however, about 
the sale of whisky on the grounds, and spoke 
strongly against it. 

Chairman Durburow endeavored to geta 
vote on the matter, but the majority was 
against him and did not want one.

ARMY REORGANIZATION. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 24.—The House 
Committee on Military Affairs have author- 
ized Mr. Outhwaite to report a bill to reor- 
ganize the artillery and infantry of the army 
and toincrease its efficiency. The artillery 
is to consist of seven regiments of not more 
than twelve batteries each, each regiment to 


consist of one colonel, one lieutenant-colonel, 
three majors, twelve captains, eleven first 
and ten second-lieutenants, with the 
number of  eniisted men now al- 
lowed by law. The infantry force 
is to be reorganized into twenty-one 
regiments of not more than twelve com- 
nies, each regiment to consist of one lieu- 
nant-colonel, one colonel, three majors 
twelve captains, eleven first and ten second 
Heutenants and the enlisted force now 
authorized dy law. All original vacancies 
caused or created by this act are to be filled 
by promotion, by senlority according to the 
length of service. The President is given 
authority to authorize the enlistment of col- 
ored men and Indians. Companies of this 
kind not to exceed ten in any regiment. The 
object ofthis measure is to decrease the ex- 
pense ofthese branches of the service with- 
out impalring their efficiency.

Of course, such powders afford wide mar- 
gins of profits both to the manufacturers and 
dealers and it is not unusual to find them for 
this reason recommended and urged upon 
customers who would not, knowing thelr 


true character, use them under any con- 


sideration.

THE TUAL HOUSE AWD THE SENATE 
BALLOT FOR SENATOR. 


There Was No Elsction and a Joint Ses- 
sion Will Be Held To-Morrow Noon— 
Gossip About Bsyard and the Cabinct 
His Visitto Lakewood—New National 
Party. 


TOPEKA, Kan., Jan. 24.—When both Houses 
and the Senate met this morning to ballot for 
United States Senator the situation was very 
complicated. The Populists and Democrats 
had not even decided upon a caucus nominee. 
Nothing has occurred to clear the political 
atmosphere except that Senator Perkins will 
not hold over in case of the fallure of the 
Legislature to elect a Senator, for Gov. 
Lewelling would in this case appoint his suc- 
cessor, This opinion is based upon prece- 
dents established by the United State 
Senate. 

The Republican House commenced ballot- 
ing at noon with the following result; Ady 
62, Perkins 1, Ed Carroll (Dem.) of Leaven- 
worth 1, Ed O’Brien (Dem.) of Wichita 2.

The Post-DIsPATOH has never been 
backward in booming subscriptions to re- 
lieve the suffering poor and the victims of 
calamity, orto promote purely pro bono 
publico enterprises like the Fall Festivities 
Fund or the erection of the Exposition 
Building, where we felt sure the public 
benefit would indirectly but amply com- 
pensate the individuals giving the money. 

But the success of the first Lucas ship 
will make the patent very valu- 
able to the owners thereof, who ask the 
public to assume the cost and risk of build- 
ing, owning and operating the first ship of 
that model.

The work of raising the money and 
launching the ship can best be left to the 
business men of the community and their 
various trade organizations. 

The case as we understand it is one in 
which an inventor without means has 
found a responsible firm with faith enough 
in hisinvention to build the first vessel 
and take a large interest in it as part pay 
for work and materials, provided the pub- 
lic will subscribe for the rest of the stock. 
Only by such public subscription can the 
commercial value of the invention be test- 
ed. If the test makes the patent very val- 
uable to the owner it will be very much 
more valuable to the public, which will be 
well paid torits share in the enterprise. 
And there we leave the business of pro- 
moting it in the hands of the public, the 
relation of the press to it being confined to 
the simple function of ascertaining and 
telling the truth about it.

DISCUSSION IN THE DAR. 

Articles on business and finances are not 
generally, as the farceurs apologetically 
describe their flimsy skits, written for 
„laughing purposes only.“ They are as 
a rule conceived in solemnity and 
composed in an atmosphere of awe-in- 
spiring and authoritativedignity. When, 
therefore, one finds a special writer on 
finance of such note as Mr. Matthew Mar- 
shall, who presumes to instruct the public 
on the deep and intricate problems of busi- 
ness through the New York Sun and the 
lesser journalistic orbs that reflect its 
light, evolving an article stuffed to the 
column rule with pure amusement, his 
effusion demands unusual attention asa 
curiosity of journalistic literature. 

The topic which enabled Mr. Marshall to 
display his unsuspected talent as a humor- 
ist is the restoration to Dr. McGlynn of the 
rights and functions of Catholic priest- 
hood and the economic doctrines ex- 
pounded by him and Mr. Henry George. 
We must do Mr. Marshall the 
justice, however, to say that he 
does not intend to be funny. His 
humor is unconscious and arises solely 
from the profound ignorance which he 
brings to the discussion. It is heightened 
by the preservation of that air of solemn 
authority with which Mr. Marshall and 
others of his ilk treat economic questions. 
He finds a menace in the doctrines 
of George and McGlynn and we 
do not wonder at it, for if their 
doctrines embody what Mr. Marshall as- 
cribes to them there is not the slightest 
doubt that Mr. George and Mr. McGlynn 
would be compelled to denounce them- 
selves as enemies of society. 

The misconception of Mr. George’s 
theories of taxation, wealth produc- 
tion and distribution is 80 pro- 
found that the task of enumerating all 
details of it is forbidden. To give an 
inkling, however, it is merely necessary 
to say that he ascribes to Mr. George the 
belief that ‘‘every individual is born with 
aright to a comfortable living, and if he 
cannot obtain it by his own exertions he 
may use for the purpose the property of 
his fellow-men.’’ 

He asserts that Mr. George advocates 
using the surplus revenue raised from 
the single tax for distribution among the 
poor and sick and the general promotion 
of human happiness, and deduces from the 
right to take the rental value of the land— 


tax theory—the right to confiscate wealth 
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declares that the present laws go farther 
in that direction than the George-McGlynn 
movement asks for, Seeing that the es- 
sence of the single-tax theory is the prin- 
ciple that every person is entitled to the 
enjoyment of his earnings and of all 
wealth gained by industry and thrift, the 
amazing stupidity of the article i 
manifest. 

We call attention to the blunders of this 
writer, not to defend the teachings of 
Henry George, but to give an example of 
the ignorance with which his theories 
are criticised by men of whom better 
things should be expected. Whatever 
may be the merits of his economic views 
they are at least entitled to be understood 
before they are discussed. His cause is 
given strength to which it is not fairly 
entitled by such silly misconstruction of 
its doctrines and objects as this article 
sets forth.

AMERICAN TARTARS. 

The town of Cobham, Va., was the scene 
of a very curious episode last week in 
which Mr. John Armstrong Chanler, 
known as Mrs. Amelie Rives Chanler’s 
husband, and one Arthur Flower March, 
an English adventurer and dead beat, 
played the principal parts. 

March turned up in the neighborhood a 
few months ago as a mud pupil,“ that is 
as an English ‘‘gentleman farmer,’’ or 
rather as an Englishman who wanted to 
learn how to be a gentleman farmer. Un- 
fortunately, however, his letter of credit 
blew overboard on the voyage, and he was 
obliged to ask a gentleman of the county to 
be his banker fora few days. As he was 
avery nice young man his request was 
complied with, and for several months he 
was kept going by the inhabitants, mean- 
while making a very profound impression 
on the ladies and playing his game even 
after every one was convinced that he was 
an impostor, 

Then he was warned to go. Not heeding 
this he was invited to attend a meeting of 
gentlemen. There, under the efficient 
superintendence of Mr. Chanler, a coat of 
tar and feathers was put on him and then 
he was driven away in a buggy, set down 
ata point ten miles distant and told to 
„move on. 

The curious feature of all this is that the 
gentlemen who had been fleeced did not 
think of having the fellow arrested and 
sent to the, penitentiary. It is a law- 
abiding neighborhood which had never 
been disgraced by mobs or riots, and of- 
fenders have hitherto gone the usual route 
to punishment. An exception was made 
in favor of this rogue, and we are informed

Macor, Ga., Jan. 2%.—Justice L. Q. C. 
Lamar of the United States Supreme Court 
died here last night at the home of W. H. 
Virgin, a relative of the jurist. The sum- 
mons was unexpected by his friends, as dur- 
ing the early part of the evening he seemed 
to be very cheerful. At 7:45, however, he 
was seized with violent pains and died at 
8:50. He had come to this city about a month 
ago, hoping to recover from the illness with 
which he was stricken in Washington, and 
where his death was looked for almost mo- 
mentarily. Since his arrival here he seemed 
tobe gaining in strength, and his health 
seemed very much improved. 


JUSTICE LAMAR’S RECORD. 

WaSHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 24.—Ever since 
Justice Lamar suffered a stroke of apoplexy 
some months ago his friends have had little 
hope of his recovery. 

He has declined rapidly in health for 
some time and has not been at all 
well for years. During the last year, previ- 
ous to the vacation of the Supreme Court, he 


ZL. O. C. Lamar. 
wasted away until he was hardly more than 
a shadow, and strangers looked with pity on 


the man, remarkable of figure and face, who 
walked along the streets as if ina dream, his 
features drawn as though by dreadful suffer- 
ing, and altogether one of the most pitiable 
of human beings. 

The case of Justice Lamar is a remarkable 
one, and has to some extent baffled the most 
skillful 1238 He has never admitted 

suffering in the form of what is 
known as ‘‘pain’’ at any time, yet his coun- 
tenance has for years suggested thatofa 
person who was undergoing the extremity of 
agony. 

For years no one has known Judge Lamar 
to smile. Before he left the Senate he had 
fallen into this condition. In his earlier 
days in public life he was ready; aud even 
too willing to take a hand in debate on any 
question, and few speakers in the country 
could equal him in eloquence and brilliancy 
of oratory. During his last years in the 
Senate he was transformed. It seemed as 
though nothing could arouse him except 
some assault upon his beloved South. 0 
was one of the un reconstructed. 

Let him be ever so deeply abstracted, if a 
fellow Senator sought him inthe cloak rooms 
where he usually lay as one half dead, and 
told him of some unusual assault in the way 
of flaunting the bloody shirt’’ in the face 
of the South, Lamar would be on fire at once, 
his lethargy all gone in a moment, and for an 
hour or more he would hurl eloquent denun- 
Clations at the Senator who had dared to put 
an insult upon a fallen foe or to impugn the 
honor of any man in the South. 

Such oratory was more rhetorical than 
practical, but it was full of fervency and of 
eloquent periods. Having finished he would 
again take himseif to the cloak - rooms and at 
once pass into that lethargic state which 
came to be a subject of remark among all his 
associates and which made his appointment 
to a position in the Cabinet of President 
Cleveland a matter of astonishment and 
widespread comment, 

Indeed, there has always been a mystery 
hanging around the promotion of Lamar by 
Cleveland that no one seemed capable of ex- 
praining. If the comment was universal, 

hough somewhat in undertone, when he 

was appointed Secretary of the Interior, it 
was far more emphatic and open when he 
was placed on the bench of the highest 
judicial body of the Government. Criticism 
went beyond the point of fault-finding, in 
astonishment as to what it could all mean. 

As Secretary of the Interlor Lamar ren- 
dered many decisions that wore remarkable 
for their errors or their mistiness, and many 
of them were of necessity suppressed by his 
inferiorsin office, His decisions were few, 
however, as most ofthe duties of his office 
were performed by his assistants. Often he 
was aroused from his condition of lethargy 
with difficulty merely to induce him to write 
his name to some officialdocument. Persons 
calling on him on important business would 
receive the most absent and irrevelant an- 
swers to their questions, and would go aw 
11 that they had not been understood, 
that they had not even been heard; and the 
wonder that one in his condition should be 
retained in office went to every part ot the 
country. At the very time when gossip was 
most rife in regard to the inability of Lamar 
to perform the duties of his office as Secretary, 
everybody except the few who had had been 
consulted was astounded to hear of his 
nomination forthe position on the bench of 
the Supreme Court of the United States. 

Cleveland well knew of the peculiar condi- 
tion of Lamar when in the office of Secretary. 
He was advised strongly against his appoint- 
ment to the Supreme Bench. Those who had 
known the once brilliant orator from his boy- 
hood, ana who loved him for what he had 
deen intellectually in the past, urged that the 
appointment would be one to be regretted,as 
exposing Lamar more than ever to the scru- 
tiny and criticism of the public. Since he 
took his seat withthe august body whosit 
in their somber gowns in the old Senate 
chamber, he has scarcely 
himself. Much of the time during the 
sessions of the court, when he has been 
present at all, he has slept with his chin 
upon his bosom in the presence of the Court 
and of the wondering visitors who throng 
the chamber daily, and who never failed to 
ask: Who 16 s old fellow who is fast 

leep?’’ He would leave the court-room

SKIN TORTURES 


Whether itching, burning, bleeding,

VALUABLE COAL FIELDS. 

Should the oil felds prove to be extensive 
they will be only one element in the value of 
the northwestern part of the Indian Terri- 
tory. Inthat section is founda gréat coal 
deposit. A few mines exist, but the coal 
fields have scarcely been touched. Running 
north from thefsouthern part of the district 
held by the Creeks, across the Kansas 
line, is a coal bed of unknown but 
large extent. In many parts ofthe Terri- 
tory the Indians and negroes get their fuel 
by mining the open ledges that crop out in 
many places. So fine is this coal that in spite 
of the weathering that it undergoes it is still 
valuable as fuel. In the Creek country the 
coal, as far as discovered, is bituminous, but 
in the Cherokee lands it is semi-anthracitic, 
and from the little that has been minedit is 
known thatthe quality is excellent. Some 
coal ofthis kind has been found in Kansas, 
but it is known that by far larger beds 
exist south ofthe line. Some attempts have 
been made to mine this, but the uncertainty 


of tenure under the leasing system has pre- 
vented the investment of the necessary cap- 


ital. 
BURIED WEALTH. 

The value of these fields if properly devel- 
oped would be great, asthey are adjacent 
to the lead and zinc deposits of Southwestern 
Missouri, Almost the only drawbacks 
to these rich Ceposits are that many mines 
are remote from good coal. Bituminous coal 
of an inferior quality is found in the vicinity, 
but the cost of operating the mines 
would be greatly reduced if the 
semi-anthracite of Indian “Terri- 
tory could be utilized. The importance 
of having these fields made available is ap- 
parent when itis remembered that the two 
districts richestin zinc and lead, those of 
Joplin and Webb City, are within a dozen 
miles of the boundary.

lines from Coffeeville or some point near there 
southwest, into the center of Oklahoma 
proper. The agreement between leading 
railroads to keep out of each others’ territory 
may even prevent this. In that event St. 
Louls will be compelled, if she wants this 
trade, totake hold of some short line and 
lend it enough aid to build it toan outlet. 
This is all there is to the question. I spent: 
one year in Oklahoma and have heard the 
remark hundreds of time: ‘I would like to 
do my trading in St. Louis if I could reach 
there handily.’ 

**You may ask the question: Why donot 
the people of Oklahoma hold out some in- 
ducements for the building of these roads? 
Because they are poor and unable to do so 
Congress kindly prohibited her from votin 
bonds in the aid of railroads. The people o 
her cities need their money for the develop- 
ing of her home industries. Think of a city 
of 10,000 people maintaining a Board of Trade 
with 130 members, giving $3,000 for the building 
ofa private school, and offering $10,000 to 
some one to buildthem a good hotel. Talk 
about enterprise! You willfinditinthe new 
Territories in all its glory. Here Is St. Louis, 
able to donate millions where these people 
give dollars, and sits idly by, and declines, or 
in other words fails, to see the magnitude of 
this business that awaits her movements. 
Do not trouble yourselves at present 
about the trade of the Five Civil- 
ized Tribes; they can not get 
away so easily, but look for the territory that 
has to be fought for. Oklahoma and the 
Indian Territory has the making of one of the 
finest agricultural States in the West, and 
this will be accomplished in the next ten 
years, and can,in a measure, do for St. 
St. Louls whatthe opening of the North- 
western States did for Chicago. Oklahoma 
has not the bleak winds and the long winters 
ofthe North. Herclimate is delightful, her 
soll productive, and she is rightly named 
the ‘Beautiful Land,’ ana the Calebs and 
Joshuas who visit her bring back glowing 
accounts of her varied productions. May the 
business interests of St. Louis go in and 
possess the land.

HE SHATTERS PUGILISTIC IDOLS WITH 
SHOULDER BLOWS. 


Pat Sheedy’s Lead Very Cleverly Coun- 
tered—Gossip of the Pugilists—Tam- 
many and Montana in the Suburban— 
Kremlin Is King of the Trotting Turf— 
General Sporting News. 


Stung by the taunts of a host of petty tor- 
mentors who strive to gain notoriety by their 
blatant abusiveness,Champion James J.Cor- 
bett has came out with a letter to the public 
in hisown defence. He overlooked the slurs 
of a pigmy horde of pencillers until one 
Patrick Sheedy, erstwhile manager of John 
L. Sullyvan, broke into print with a tirade on 
the present champion and a eulogy of sulli- 
van, McAuliffe and other shining lights of 
the ring. .If Corbett’s wordsshow him to be 
shrewd and shifty and a trifle 
fond of a dollar, the people 
will not like him any the less for it because 
he does not attempt to conceal the fact. 

Some of Corbett’s replies to Sheedy’s strict- 
ures are well turned and vigorous. Here is 
what he says to his critic’s proposition to

Name another 
one of the many theatricai stars now before the pub- 
lic who will equal this profit. Lou cannot. I hope 
to attain prominence as an actor, andam trying hard 
todoso. Can you blame me? The public wants to 
sce a 33 Shall I be foolish enough not to let 
them do se 

In reply to the oft repeated taunt that he 
is afraid to fight, Corbett replies that he is 
only following precedent, and words in a 
hard crack at John L. Sullivan. 

If I sneak rightly John L. Sullivan protected him- 
self with a theatrical contract for over two years and 
during that time refused point blank to fight Frank 
P. Slavin or Joseph Goddard, both of whom de- 
posited their — and challenged him. Mr. Sulll- 
van claims to have heid the championship for twelve 
4 — Jadmit that. But during that period he on- 

y fought four men for the title, Ryan, Mitchell, 
Kilrain and myself, an average of one battle every 
three years. rue,in exhibitions at the Madisen 
Square Garden and other places he met all comers in 
four-round contests. So have I, and nobody took 
any particular notice of it, as the accomplishment of 
stopping unscientific, untrained humps in a short 
space of time has long since ceased to be a novelty. 

Here is a kidney blow for the critics who 
slop over in their preises of the ‘‘hale fellow 
weil met’’ pugilists: 

The distinguished Mr. Sheedy speaks of Mr. Sul- 
livan’s kindness to fallen foes. Did Sullivan ever 
treat a man hom he had defeated as well asI 
treated him? Next, the distinguished Mr. Sheedy 
refers Jack McAuliffeasanideal. Mr. MeAuliffe 
is a great fighter, one of the best I ever saw, but at 
the present time he does not teem very anxious to 
fight, and he has no theatrical engagements to iuter- 
tere with him. He recently refused to meet Burge, 
the English champion, because the latter deciined to 
weigh in at less than 137 pounds, yet he conven- 
iently agreed to meet and defeat Carroll and Myer at 
140 pounds for one-quarter of the money hé was 
offered to meet Burge. Further on the distinguished 
Mr. Sheedy in his article gauges Mr. McAuliffe’s 
greatness by his ability to make and lose a fortune in 
one week. Iam sorry that Ido not possess like pro- 
pensities so that I coald become one of Mr. Sheedy’s 
Ideals. 

Corbett’s opinion of Jack Dempsey is inter- 
esting and uses the bitter experience of the 
ex- champion lightwelght to point a moral as 
well as adorn a tale. 


Now, as to the last man he mentions, Jack Demp- 
ssy. Jam of the opinion that he was the greatest 
fighter that ever lived—head and shoulders over 
either Sullivan or McAuliffe. He fought longer and 
harder than both of them together, and his recerd is 
cleaner and better. But he listened to the syndicate 
oracles and tothe men who dictate to boxers what 
they shall do. what 
He was teased 
into 
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expressed his desire to meet the heavy weight cham- 
ionot the world, poor Dempsey now lives in 
ortiand, Ore., forgotten, unspoken of, and from 
all accounts. in needy circumatances. He was the 
good fellow you read about. He did not save his 
money and he fought every Tom, Dick and Harry 
for any sort of purse. Observe thefresult: Demp- 
sey to-day possesses more so-called friends than 
any othea pugilist living, but they do not open their 
— tor him. They simply give him their ad- 
ce. 

In conclusion Mr. Corbett Jets the public 
into his confidence and repeats his oft re- 
iterated remarks about what he is 
going to do next fall. He says he 
prefers to fight Mitchelland expects to get 
on a ght as soon as the latter reaches this 
country. If the Englishman fails him he 
prefers to meet Peter Jackson; but if Peter 
declines he will meet any manin the world, 
barring no color or nationality.

KREMLIN IS KING, 

Kremlin is king of the trotting turf. The 
secretary ofthe Stockton (Cal.) Trotting As- 
sociation has notified Register Steiner of the 
American Trotting Registrar Association 
that he can not furnish satisfactory evidence 
that the performances at their meeting from 
Oct. 13 to Nov. 23 inclusive were conducted in 
accordance with the rules of the association. 
Under a ruling of the association this affects 
the records of ninety-seven other crack per- 
formers besides Stamboul. Among the num- 
der are Allanch (pacer), 2:ll¥%: Daly, 2:15; 
— * Wilkes, 2:11%; Silkkwood (pacer), 2:07½, 
and W. Wood (pacer), 2:07. 

Since Stamboul’S performance 1s from to- 
day barred in the pages of the official regis- 
ter, a history of the case will prove interest- 
ing. The Stockton meeting was in every 
sense a record- breaker. Stamboul first 
trotted against time Oct. 22, when he se- 
cured a mark of 2:10%. On Oct, 27 he reeled 
off a mile in 2:084%2. This was upto that date 
the champion stallion record. But Stamboul 
did not wear his crown long. Kremlin 
wrested it from him at Nashville, lenn., 
Nov. 5, on a track reported slow and soggy, 
in 2:08%4. 

Stam boul was not to be denied,and on Nov. 
9 eclipsed his previous performance by chip- 
ping off a quarter of a second and reducing 
the record to 2:08. 

Again Kremlin trotted against time and 
again was successful, having soon after, at 
Nashville, covered a mile in 2:07%, and this 
record crowns him king of the trotting 
stallions. On Nov. 16, Stamboul was sent for 
the fourth time within three weeksto lower 
the world’s record.
